W DREAS, On May 1st, 1891, there were outstanding 
bonds of Madison county, Iowa, in the sum of ten thousand 
(t10,000) dollars coming due, and not enough money on hand 
to meet the same, the Doard of supervisors of said connty 
issned ten thousand ($10,000) dollars of new bonds, sold the 
same and took up said bonds so coming due. 

WHEREAS Doubts have arisen as to the validity of the pro­
ceedings of said board and the validity of said bonds, there­
fore: 

Be it ~ by the G~ .A88emlJly of the State of Iuwa: 
SECTION 1. That the said procecdings of said board of 

supervisors in issuing said new bonds recited in the J>reamble 
in this act are hereby legalized, and said bonds so lSSUed by 
said board are hereby legalized and said acts and bonds are 
made as valid and effectual in law as if done in strict compli-
ance with law. -
